thp:  state  educational  system. 


The  Departmeiit  of  Public  Iiistnictioii  should  be  the  clearing 
house  for  all  the  educational  activities  of  Colorado,  the  means 
througli  which  its  educational  aims,  liopes,  and  decisions  may  be 
transmitted  to  every  educational  unit  in  the  commonwealth,  tlie 
realizing  agency  of  Colorado  citizens  for  the  welfare  of  Colorado 
children.  In  the  past  two  years  the  department  has  taken  a few 
steps  toward  tins  goal.  Its  aid  has  been  utilized  as  a means  of 
communication  between  the  leading  school  people  of  the  State, 
and  as  an  instrnmentality  for  the  welding  of  all  the  uplift  forces 
of  the  commonwealth  in  co-operative  action.  Its  vision  has  been 
service  throngh  fraternity  and  unity. 

And,  indeed,  the  most  marked  advance  in  the  educational  his- 
tory of  Colorado  for  the  Iiennial  ])eriod  just  ending,  is  the  unifi- 
cation of  all  school  interests.  Each  unit  of  educational  organiza- 
tion is  functioning  consciously  as  a ])art  of  the  educational  Avill 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Colorado.  The  professional  spirit  is  be- 
ginning to  quicken  the  plans,  purposes  and  acts  of  school  direct- 
ors, and  they,  in  common  with  the  teaching  force  of  the  State,  are 
realizing  that  they  are  commissioned  officers  of  Colorado,  servants 
of  the  State,  builders  of  a mighty  commonwealth.  A si>irit  of 
co-operation  is  everywhere  pre.sent,  the  country  school  house  and 
the  State  University  alike,  serving  greatly  in  a common  cause. 

The  working  of  the  minimnm  salary  law  has  been  of  vital 
moment  in  the  production  of  this  sense  of  closer  nnity,  the  state 
aid  given  to  Aveak  districts  under  its  ])rovisions  heljung,  if  ever 
so  little,  to  render  the  op])ortnnities  enjoyed  by  country  school 
children  more  nearly  equal  to  those  afforded  for  city  school  cliil- 
dren.  In  this  Avay  the  relation  is  made  clear  betAveen  the  coni- 
monAvealth  as  a Avhole,  and  the  county  and  the  school  district  as 
parts  of  an  integral  educational  system. 

PKOEESSIONALISM. 

The  professional  spirit  is  evidenced  by  the  entire  teaching 
force  of  Colorado  as  never  before.  The  great  increase  in  the 
amount  of  reading  circle  Avork  done,  the  revival  of  interest  in  an 
attendance  at  the  Normal  Institutes  in  eveiy  normal  institute  dis- 
trict in  the  State,  the  larger  number  of  those  Avoi'kiug  for  colle- 
giate and  professional  degrees,  the  groAvth  in  enthusiasm  and  at- 
tendance at  educational  meetings,  and  the  raising  of  the  standard 
of  county  certificates  by  means  of  county  examination  questions 
of  a higher  grade  than  lieretofore,  is  evidence  of  this. 
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KEPOKTS  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  report.s  of  the  University  of  Colorado,  State  Teachers’ 
College,  State  Normal  School,  State  School  of  Mines,  State  Agri- 
cultural College,  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind.  State  In- 
dustrial School  for  Boy.s,  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  State 
Home  for  Dependent  and  Neglected  Children,  State  Home  and 
Training  School  for  Mental  Defectives,  show  cultural  develop- 
ment, practical  efficiency  and  skill  in  administration.  This  has 
resulted  in  growth  in  the  number  of  students  attending  these 
institutions. 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The  work  of  the  County  Superintendents  during  the  present 
administration  has  been  gratifying  both  from  the  professional 
and  executive  viewpoint.  The  real  authority  and  dignity  of  this 
constitutional  office  is  winning  the  recognition  that  it  deserves, 
and  the  high  attainments  of  many  of  the  Superintendents  com- 
bined with  the  consecrated  and  unremitting  service  they  have 
given  to  their  part  of  the  school  work  of  this  State,  is  worthy  of 
the  highest  praise,  and  must  result  in  greater  public  appreciation 
of  the  important  work  of  this  office.  City  and  County  Superin- 
tendents are  working  together  in  a spirit  of  comradeship  that  de- 
serves all  commendation  and  that  should  be  developed  to  a still 
higher  plane  if  the  unification  of  Colorado  school  activities  is  to 
continue. 

THE  STATE  SCHOOL  PEOPLE. 

In  fact,  that  great  army  of  soldiers  of  the  common  good, 
known  as  tlie  school  people  of  Colorado,  has  marched  under  the 
banners  of  progress  in  such  a way  as  to  be  worthy  of  their  past 
history  and  to  proj)hesy  a ]>eriod  of  even  greater  a<lvancemeiit  in 
Ihe  making  of  citizens,  and  tlirough  that  jn-ocess,  the  art  of  State 
building. 

THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  is  delighted  to  ac- 
knowledge its  indebtedness  to  all  school  workers.  It  has  received 
appreciation,  inspiration,  information,  loyal  friendship  and  good 
comradeship  from  all  kinds  of  workers  in  the  educational  field. 
Particularly  to  the  State  Teachers’  Association  does  it  owe  deep 
gratitude.  The  smallness  of  the  office  force  has  made  it  well  nigh 
impossible  to  develop  ideas  into  activities,  visions  into  deeds, 
plans  into  results.  As.sistance  from  the  office  of  the  C.  S.  T.  A. 
has  helped  materially  in  lightening  the  burden  and  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  department.

SUB  UEPAKTMENT8  OF  THE  DEPAKTMENT. 

The  work  of  the  Departineiil  of  Public  Instruction  may  be 
grouped  under  several  heads: 

The  Publication  Work — During  the  biennial  period  just  end- 
ing, this  department  has  jirepared  for  ])nblication,  had  printed 
and  distributed,  two  million  seven  hundred  and  eighty  odd  thou- 
sand pieces  of  printed  matter,  including  report  blanks  of  all  de- 
scriptions, physical  examination  tests.  State  Courses  of  Study, 
Holiday  Books,  School  Laws,  etc. 

General  Correspondence — About  three  thousand  letters  a 
month  are  received,  answered  and  filed. 

Boards — All  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  State  Emergencj^  or  Call  Fund 
Board,  is  done  in  this  office,  including  the  recording  and  keeping 
of  minutes,  issuance  of  certificates,  communications  with  schools 
and  colleges  in  reference  to  credentials  of  applicants  for  State 
certificates  of  all  grades,  the  hearing  of  appeals  and  rendering 
of  decisions  in  all  matters  of  school  law,  and  conducting  the  cor- 
respondence incidental  to  all  these  branches  of  work.  In  addition, 
the  Superintendent  has  sent  a personal  letter  with  each  certificate 
that  has  been  granted. 

Ten  meetings  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  have  been 
held  at  which  live  hundred  and  lifty-lwo  certificates  have  been 
recommended.  Ten  meetings  of  the  State  Boai'd  of  Education 
have  been  held  at  which  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  have  been  passed  upon  and  certificates  ordered  is- 
sued. Five  appeal  cases  have  been  heard  and  decisions  rendered. 
The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  the  adminis- 
trator of  the  weak  district  fund,  no  board  having  been  created 
by  the  legi.slature  to  have  charge  of  this  work.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  minimum  .salary  law,  which  contains  the  weak  district 
section,  fifteen  thousand  dollars  have  been  granted  to  sixty-two 
districts  in  twenty-five  counties. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  these  three  boards,  of  each  of 
which  the  State  Superintendent  is  President  and  the  Deputy 
Superintendent  Secretary,  and  the  administration  of  the  weak  dis- 
trict fund,  involves  an  immense  amount  of  bookkeeping,  record 
keeping,  clerical  work  and  special  correspondence. 

The  department  has  also  laid  plans  for  the  standardization 
of  the  rural  schools,  and  this  task  alone  means  an  immense 
amount  of  work  for  the  Superintendent,  and  almost  inces.sant 
clerical  labor. 

The  above  resume,  carried  on  with  an  utterly  inadequate 
clerical  force,  of  some  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  makes  it  plain  why  the  assistance  rendered  by  the 
State  Teachers’  Association  and  the  management  of  the  Colorado 
School  Journal  has  been  so  vitally  necessary  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  State  Office. 
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The  Supeiiiileiuleiit  has  traveled  sixteen  thousand  miles  in 
the  perfornianee  of  her  official  duties,  visited  one  hundred  and 
fifty  sc-hools  in  thirty-live  counties,  thirty-two  county  associa- 
tions, two  county  superintendent  associations,  one  superintend- 
ent session  of  the  N.  E.  A.,  tliree  State  Teachers’  Associations, 
and  two  conventions  of  the  National  Education  Association.  In 
all  these  visits  she  has  endeavored  to  impress  upon  school  people 
and  the  citizenry  generally,  her  own  profound  conviction  that  “the 
chief  business  of  a republic  is  education,”  and  she  submits  this  re- 
port in  the  faith  that  the  people  of  the  commonwealth,  expressing 
their  will  tlu‘ough  the  legislature,  will  extend  the  opportunities 
for  usefulness  of  the  State  Department  and  enrich  the  educa- 
tional life  of  the  State  by  enactments,  adding  to  the  ])ower  and 
resources  of  the  Department,  to  the  end  that  the  children  of  the 
State  may  be  made  the  focal  point  of  communal  life,  their  welfare 
the  supreme  obligation  of  the  state's  public  servants.

STATE  SETEUINTENDENT  OF  ITBEIC  INSTKtT"nON. 
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KECOMMENDATrON^  TO  THE  TWENTIETH  OENEIEVL 

ASSEMBLY. 

The  school  interests  of  tlie  State  require  legislation  concern- 
ing the  following  improvements  in  the  school  system.  They  are 
respectfully  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Twentieth  Gen- 
eral Assembly : 

1.  The  improvement  of  the  scliool  election  laws  of  the  State. 

2.  A general  revision  and  reclassification  of  the  rural 
school  organization. 

;>.  Provisions  for  the  standardization  of  rural  schools. 

4.  Provision  for  tenure  of  office  of  teachers,  and  amendments 
to  the  teachers’  pension  and  minimum  salary  laws. 

5.  Provisions  for  interchange  of  teachers  with  other  cities 
in  all  districts  of  the  first  and  second  class. 

(!.  A revision  of  the  certitication  law  with  regard  to  greater 
Hexibility  and  a more  scientific  classification  of  certiticates. 

7.  Inclusion  in  the  long  ami  short  appro]>riation  hills  of  the 
following  positions,  as  members  of  the  official  staff  of  the  State 
Superintendent  and  necessary  to  the  jiroper  conduct  of  that 
office: 

(a)  One  Deputy  State  Su])erintendent. 

(h)  One  statistician  (who  must  also  be  a competent  sten- 
ographer ) . 

fc)  One  rural  school  visitor. 

I d ) Two  stenographers. 

( e)  One  general  clerk.  ^ 

(f|  One  trained  library  elerk  to  act  as  aid  t(»  the  Assistant 
Librarian  whose  jmsition  and  salary  are  provided  for 
by  statute. 

These  last  recomnieudations  are  vitally  necessary  for  the  effi- 
cient conduct  of  the  State  Office  in  its  present  undertakings  and 
for  the  further  extension  of  its  usefulness. 

8.  In  view  of  the  tact  that  the  following  recommendation, 
should  it  become  a law,  can  in  nowise  affect  the  present  incumbent 
of  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent,  and  therefore  the  mo- 
tives of  that  official  cannot  be  misunderstood,  the  folloAving  recom- 
mendation of  formei-  Superintendent,  Helen  M.  Wixson,  is  hereby 
urged  upon  the  consideration  of  the  legislature: 

“Our  schools  are  among  the  best,  but  there  is  always  room 
for  improvement,  and  nothing  would  give  a greater  impetus  to 
them  than  a change  in  the  Constitution,  ])rovi(ling  for  a four-year 
term  in  the  office  of  State  Su])erintenden1  of  I’ul)lic  Instruction, 
and  the  removal  of  this  office  from  the  turmoil  of  politics.” 

9.  It  being  equally  true  that  no  change  in  salary  could  affect 
the  ])resenf  incumbent  of  the  Sfafe  Superinfendeiit’s  office,  Ihe 
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present  Superintendent  desires  to  recoinuieud  that  the  salary  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  made  equal 
to  that  received  by  the  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  the  Auditor  of  State.  In  common  with  that  of  all  the  depart- 
ments of  State,  tlie  work  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction has  more  than  doubled  since  the  present  salary  was 
fixed.  Since  that  time  the  salary  of  the  Auditor  of  State  has 
been  raised  fifteen  linndred  dollars,  and  that  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  Secretary  of  State  one  thousand  dollars.  The  amount 
received  by  each  of  these  officers  is  now  four  thousand  dollars  a 
year,  while  that  of  the  Sui)erintendent  is  three  thousand  a year. 
It  seems  little  less  than  disrespect  to  the  educational  office,  tliat 
its  service  to  the  commonwealth  should  be  valued  at  so  much  less 
than  the  service  rendered  l)y  these  other  executive  departments. 

10.  That  the  Incidental  Fund  and  the  Traveling  Expense 
Fund  be  restored  to  the  amount  ai)propriated  before  April,  1913. 

11.  A Publication  Fund  for  the  issuance  of  bulletins,  statis- 
tics and  other  vitally  necessary  means  of  communication  between 
tlie  State  office  and  the  schools  of  Colorado.

I herewith  submit  a report  of  the  activities  and  expenditures 
of  the  Colorado  State  Library  duriiifi;  1913  and  1911. 

In  the  beginning,  let  me  say  that  if  the  Library  is  to  meet  in 
any  degree  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  it,  at  least  •'ti'7,800.00 
should  be  allotted  for  its  maintenance  during  the  coming  bien- 
nium. No  Western  state  does  so  little  for  the  upkeep  of  a state 
library  as  Colorado.  Montana  aiipropriates  ^15,000.09  biennially 
for  lier  state  library,  Oregon  sets  aside  iii;32,000.()0  for  the  same 
lieriod. 

A permanent  legislative  reference  dejiartmeiit  should  be  es- 
tablished. Professor  William  Bethke,  at  that  time  Instructor 
in  I’olitical  Science  of  the  Fniversity  of  Colorado,  with 
the  consent  of  the  incoming  and  out  going  governors,  Am- 
mons and  Shafroth,  was  given  leave  of  absence  by  that  institu- 
tion to  })erform  the  work  of  legislative  reference  librarian  for 
the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly.  With  the  aid  of  the  material 
afforded  by  the  State  Library  along  this  line,  IMr.  Bethke  per- 
formed so  valuable  a work  that  there  should  be  no  (piestion  of  the 
permanency  of  such  a department.  A similar  arrangement  has 
Iteen  entered  into  this  year,  and  Dr.  Arnold  G.  Lien,  Instructor 
in  IVilitical  Science  of  the  University,  will  have  charge  of  it. 

Thirty-four  states  of  the  Union  now  maintain  such  depart- 
ments. The  number  of  ])ropositions  upon  which  our  present-day 
legislatures  is  asked  to  report  is  too  vast  for  deliberative  action. 
Many  bills  are  comjilex,  involving  a hundred  different  jtoints  upon 
which  information  is  often  advisable  and  desirable.  ^lembers 
need  information  as  to  what  bills  ha\Y'  been  introduced  along  sim- 
ilar lines  in  other  states,  and  how  laws  bearing  upon  the  subject 
under  discussion  have  worked  out  in  sister  commonwealths.  It 
is  not  necessary  that  Colorado  should  commit  the  same  legislative 
mistakes  that  other  states  have,  if  her  legislators  can  be  jiresented 
with  such  data  at  a moment's  notice.  The  mass  of  material  upon 
any  one  of  the  ipiestions  to  come  before  the  present  legislature  is 
multitudinous.  It  might,  however,  be  boiled  down  into  a single 
sheet  of  j»ros  ami  cons  for  the  guidance  of  the  weary  law  makers, 
who  can  at  best  give  but  a few  hours'  consideration  to  the  many 
bills  ])resente<l  for  tbeir  approial  or  disapproval. 

It  has  been  deemed  wise  to  spend  almost  all  of  our  small  ap- 
jiropriation  upon  office  equipment  (of  which  there  was  practically 
none  two  years  agoj,  and  hel])  for  jiartially  cataloguing  and  ar- 
ranging in  order  ui»on  the  shelves  the  great  mass  of  material  con- 
taining valuable  information.  Miss  Corinna  Kittleson  did  very 
valuable  work  iii  less  than  five  months,  getting  all  of  the 
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geuea logical,  and  fully  half  of  the  geiiei-al  collection  catalogued 
and  classified. 

"With  the  assistance  of  Howard  B.  McPheiiin,  the  ditferent 
state  reports  were  gone  over  and  arranged  in  chronological  and 
alphahetical  order,  and  all  duplicate  copies  eliminated,  giving  a 
little  more  shelf  room,  of  which  we  are  sorely  in  need.  Better 
lights  are  another  ])ressing  need  of  the  lihraiw.  The  greater  part 
of  the  ahove-mentioned  work  was  done  gratuitously  hy  Mr.  Mc- 
Pherrin.  before  he  entered  the  service  of  the  state  in  another  ca- 
pacity. Another  valuable  piece  of  work  done  by  Mr.  McPherrin 
was  the  arrangement  of  the  V.  S.  pnldic  documents  in  the  order 
of  the  government  checklist. 

F<dlowing  the  cnstom  of  many  up-to-date  libraries,  the  i)rac- 
tice  of  accessioning  government  docnments  and  state  reports  has 
been  discontinued.  When  assistance  is  available  the  state  re- 
ports can  he  checked  otf  on  the  checklists  issued  by  various  states, 
thus  atfordiiig  sutticienlly  complete  and  accurate  records  of  such 
material.  The  monthly  government  lists  and  check  list  which  cov- 
ers all  U.  S.  pnldic  documents  issued  previous  to  1909  can  be 
employed  in  the  same  way  to  secure  records  of  this  sort  of 
material. 

Assistance  is  lUH^ded  at  once  for  putting  government  depart- 
mental reports  in  the  most  accessible  shape.  The  enormous 
amount  of  almost  invaluable  reference  material  contained  in  the 
government  ])nhlications  is  scarcely  realized  by  laymen. 

There  are  at  tlie  present  time  two  tables  piled  high  with  gov- 
ernment documents.  Avaiting  to  he  arranged  on  the  shelves,  and 
four  sacks  of  mail  of  this  kind  are  still  unopened,  with  the  bound 
volumes  of  the  past  ttvo  years  needing  to  have  serial  numbers 
attached  in  order  to  make  them  as  useful  as  possible  to  the  public. 

The  assistant  librarian  has  been  working  at  the  sorting  of 
this  material  at  odd  moments,  but  it  is  Avell-nigh  impossible  for 
her  to  do  more  than  attend  to  the  reference  Avork  required,  answer 
correspondence  and  look  after  other  library  matters. 

OAving  to  the  adA’ertising  of  the  present  resources  of  the 
library,  more  requests  are  coming  in  for  help  throAigh  the  State 
than  ever  before,  and  this  demand  is  increasing  so  rapidly  that 
it  is  fast  becoming  impossible  for  the  one  person  to  attend  to 
this  in  addition  to  the  other  work  of  the  lilu'ary  to  be  done.  The 
library  is  today  the  uniA’ersity  of  the  people,  and  the  Colorado 
State  Library  should  serve  the  commonAA'ealth  by  .sending  out 
material  on  agricultural  <iuestions,  debate  material,  chih  pro- 
grams, and  Avhat-not,  1o  the  remote  places  from  Avhich  such  re- 
quests are  constantly  coming. 

Wisconsin,  among  other  states  conducting  similar  activities, 
has  done  a Avonderful  Avork  in  this  field  of  late,  and  surely  Colo- 
rado citizens,  in  this  State  of  big  distances,  should  be  seiwed  as 
Avell. 
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As  far  as  possible  all  duplioatioii  of  the  work  of  other  libraries 
has  been  avoided  during  the  past  two  rears.  On  this  account,  the 
binding  of  city  and  State  newspapers  has  been  discontinued,  as 
the  State  Historical  Society  has  on  hand  4,000  bound  volumes  of 
State  news])apers.  Thirty  of  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers 
of  the  State  are  kept  in  order  each  diU’  with  the  aid  of  tiles  and 
racks,  and  the  old  issues  are  preserved  in  the  sub-basement,  be- 
cause the  law  so  requires,  but  some  provision  should  be  made  by 
this  legislature,  whereby  these  ])apers,  of  historical  value,  could 
at  least  be  lent  to  some  libiary  where  the  field  is  not  covei’ed. 
This  would  relieve  some  of  the  congestion  in  the  vault,  and  also 
afford  more  shelf  room  in  tlie  library,  whicli  is  greatly  crowded 
in  every  department.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  certain  offices 
of  the  capitol  are  transferred  to  the  museum  building,  Ave  will 
be  given  moi’e  space. 

Mr.  D.  M.  Hamond  did  a month’s  excellent  Avork  in  arrang- 
ing some  of  the  mass  of  f'olorado  duplicate  reports  stored  in  the 
basement,  so  that  other  state  libraries  lacking  comj)lete  files  may 
liaA^e  the  missing  reports,  as  soon  as  we  can  ha\-e  assistance  in 
sending  them  out.  For  many  years  the  re])orts  of  other  state  de- 
partments liaA’e  been  sent  to  the  Colorado  State  Library  Avithout 
receiving  those  of  this  State  in  retni-n,  regularly,  Avhich  have,  in 
most  instances,  been  sent  “collect.”  It  Avould  take  the  services 
of  a competent  man  for  a ])eriod  of  from  six  to  nine  months  to 
put  the  mass  of  material  in  the  basement  in  such  order  that  any 
notion  may  be  formed  of  Avhat  really  is  there. 

Other  features  of  the  publicity  Avork  connected  Avith  the  work 
of  the  Assistant  Librarian  have  l»een  the  giving  of  talks  on  the 
State  Library  resources  at  various  teachers’  meetings,  rural 
schools,  libraries  and  State  institutions.  Lists  of  iieAV  reference 
material  in  government  documents  Avere  inn  in  the  daily  papers, 
and  similar  lists  Avere  furnished  to  the  Colorado  School  Journal. 
This  innovation  received  the  flattery  of  imitation,  for  the  United 
States  GoA’ernment  has  just  issued  a jiamphlet  giving  reference 
material  in  goA'ernment  publications  of  use  to  schools. 

The  genealogical  department,  Avhich,  small  though  it  be,  is 
the  best  in  the  State,  has  been  advertised  by  sending  lists  of  its 
books  to  various  patriotic  societies  and  the  state  com'ention  of 
the  D.  A.  R. 

The  attendance  of  patrons  of  the  State  Library  has  increased 
tAventy  ]ier  cent  during  the  jiast  year,  and  the  constantly  rising 
standards  of  etticiency  among  the  emjiloyes  of  the  State  <-auses 
greater  demand  upon  the  library. 

Finally,  the  Avork  of  the  State,  Traveling  Library  ami  His- 
torical Library  AA’ork  should  be  unified,  saving  the  taxpayers 
money,  and  increasing  the  efficiency  of  all  three  institutions.

To  The  State  Board  of  Education : — 

I respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  from 
November  30.  1912,  to  November  30,  1914. 

During  this  period  the  importance  of  Home  Teaching  for  the 
Adult  Blind  of  the  State  has  been  more  fully  demonstrated  than 
before.  The  eagerness  with  which  some  have  grasped  the  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  to  read  has  been  compared  to  the  ravenoiis 
appetite  of  one  long  deprived  of  food;  while  others,  with  an  appe- 
tite less  keen,  who  have  been  persuaded  to  learn  to  read,  are  now 
full  of  gratitude  that  this  benefit  was  urged  upon  them.  The 
amount  of  work  done  is  only  limited  by  my  time  and  strength. 
The  territory  is  so  large  and  the  blind  ])eople  so  scattered  that 
much  time  is  necessarily  consumed  in  traveling;  while  consider- 
able time  must  also  be  given  to  purchasing  and  distributing  ma- 
terials. keeping  account  of  and  rej)orting  the  details  of  my  work, 
business  correspondence,  etc.  T have  visited  the  towns  of  Boul- 
der, Longmont,  Ft.  Morgan,  (leorgetown,  Dumont,  Idaho  Springs. 
Central  City,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  City,  ruel)lo,  liocky 
Ford,  Lajunta,  Trinidad,  Hoehne,  Ludlow,  Weston,  Starkville, 
Ouray,  Nucla.  Lake  City.  Denver  Co.  Farm,  and  foiir  rural 
homes,  going  to  some  more  Than  once;  besides  doing  a great  deal 
of  Avork  in  Den\'er,  Avhere  there  is  enough  to  keep  me  busy  all 
of  the  time,  did  I not  feel  that  I (AAve  a part  of  my  time  to  those 
outside  of  the  city;  have  traAeled  at  least  3,316  miles  by  rail. 
247  miles  by  stage  and  ])iivate  couA’eyance,  and  many  hundred 
miles  by  street  car;  and  have  called  upon  more  than  ninety  neAV 
blind  people,  l)esides  visiting  and  corresponding  Avith  many  of 
those  Avhom  I had  ])reviously  knoAvn.  Everywhere,  T liaA’e  been 
treated  Avith  great  kindness;  the  sighted,  as  a rule,  are  inter- 
ested in  my  mission  and  ready  to  giAe  all  necessary  assistance; 
and  eA'en  those  of  the  blind  avIio  are  incapable  of  learning  new 
things,  or  too  indifferent  to  try,  seem  to  api>reciate  being  hunted 
up,  and  many  urge  me  to  call  again,  saying  that  it  cheers  their 
loneliness  to  haA  e some  one  come  avIio  is  interested  in  them. 

I liaAe  continued  to  sell  the  Avork  of  the  blind  at  the  State 
Fair,  and  at  all  other  times  Avhen  I could  do  so  Avithout  inter- 
fering Avith  my  teaching;  and  liaA’e  also  continued  to  purchase 
and  furnish  to  the  blind,  at  Avholesale  ]»rices,  such  materials  as 
beads,  twine  for  hammocks,  paper  for  N.  Y.  Point  writing,  self- 
threading needles,  etc.  Some  of  these  supplies  are  not  kept  in 
the  retail  stores,  or  are  sold  at  such  prices  as  to  reduce  the 
]>rofit  upon  their  jumducts. 

As  an  outgroAvth  of  my  Avork,  a Home  for  Adult  Blind  Avas 
opened  in  Denver  in  Aju’il.  1913.  and  The  Societv  of  United 
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Workers  for  The  Blind  of  Colorado  was  organized  during  the 
past  summer;  through  these  agencies  much  good  work  is  being 
done. 

Sixty-one  people  havi*  been  instructed  in  reading,  New  York 
Point  writing,  typewriting,  pencil  writing,  spelling,  knitting, 
crocheting,  bead  work,  haininoek  and  net  making,  some  taking 
as  many  as  four  studies. 

Four  found  that  they  were  incapable  of  learning,  one  lost 
interest,  one  regained  sight  through  an  ojieration,  and  six  found 
that  circumstances  were  unfavorable  at  the  time  and  deferred 
further  lessons  until  some  future  time.  These  pupils  range  in 
age  from  18  years  to  8.o  years  and  include  a newspaper  editor, 
a contractor  for  painting  and  decorating,  a real  estate  dealer, 
grocers,  confectioners,  broom  makers,  canvassers,  a dealer  in 
kindling,  and  several  housewives.  The  ability  to  read  has  given 
new  zest  to  their  lives  and  done  more  than  anything  else,  jier- 
haps,  to  relieve  the  dejiressing  consciousness  of  blindness,  and 
to  give  a sense  of  independence  and  iiu‘reased  self-respect.  .My 
only  regret  is  that  1 have  not  yet  bi'en  able  to  reach  every  blind 
person  in  the  State  and  olfer  him  this  great  opportunity.  The 
only  way  to  really  ri.se  above  the  great  calamity  of  lilindness  is 
to  “Hope  and  Keep  Busy.”  T try  to  do  this  and  to  helj»  my  pupils 
to  do  the  same.

IMRS.  JENNIE  CAWARI)  JACKSON. 

The  U.  S.  Census  of  1910  gives  tlie  number  of  blind  of  all 
ages,  residing  in  Colorado,  as  four  hundred  and  four,  some  claim 
there  are  eight  Imudred ; six  hundred  would  be  a conservative 
estimate. 
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I liave  not  jet  been  able  lo  make  a complete  census  of  the 
blind  of  the  State,  but  make  the  following  deductions  from  the 
data  which  1 have  gathered. 

About  one-tenth,  or  possibly  one-eighth,  of  the  entire  nnm- 
ber,  are  under  tlie  age  of  21  yeais.  Of  tlie  adnlts,  eighty  per  cent, 
lost  their  sight  over  the  age  of  21.  This  eighty  pei*  cent,  em- 
braces men  and  women  ranging  in  age  from  22  years  to  100 
years;  they  comprise  a small  army  of  soldiers,  soldiers  of  in- 
dustry, wlio  Iiave  been  defeated  and  blinded  in  the  industrial 
warfare  of  life.  To  many  this  defeat  has  c<»me  near  the  close 
of  a long  and  nsefnl  life,  after  the  tires  of  youth  have  burned 
low,  and  they  have  m»t  the  strength  and  courage  to  rally  their 
forces  again;  to  otliers,  it  has  come  in  early  manhood  and  wom- 
anhood, turning  their  ambition  and  hope  into  dai-kness  and 
desi)air.  Some  of  these  have  straggled  back  into  the  line  of  in- 
dustrial workers  and  are  holding  places  there  in  spite  of  the 
odds  that  ai-e  against  them,  others  have  been  left  by  the  way- 
side. 

Twenty-three  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  loss  of 
sight  in  adult  life  are  the  direct  resiilt  of  industrial  accidents — 
twelve  and  one-half  ]>er  cent,  being' due  to  explosions  in  mines — • 
while  many  of  the  numerous  cases  of  atropliy,  glaucoma,  and 
cataiact  are  probably  due  to  strain  ])rodnce(l  by  the  occupation. 
Ought  not  tliese  “.soldiers”  liav(‘  some  sliglit  recompense  for  their 
s(>rvices  to  society? 

Forty-seven  j)er  cent,  of  (he  a<lnlt  blind  are  unable  to  work 
because  of  old  age,  ill  bealth,  or  the  maiming  of  some  part  of 
the  body  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  sight;  thirty  per  cent,  are 
engaged  in  liousewoik  in  their  own  homes  or  in  other  occupa- 
tions, but  not  all  of  these  earn  enough  for  a meagre  support; 
of  the  remaiuiug  twenty-three  per  cent,  the  most,  at  least,  were 
(hey  given  the  training  and  opportunity  of  doing  something  for 
which  they  have  the  natural  til  ness.  One  of  the  most  patlietic 
and  almost  unbearable  ])ba.ses  of  blindness  is  (he  inability  of  so 
many  to  provide  for  their  own  needs  and  possibly  (he  needs  of 
those  who  by  naUiral  ties  should  be  dependent  upon  them.  I 
so  often  have  this  phase  revealed  to  me  in  my  visits  njmn  them 
that  it  makes  my  heart  ache,  and  it  makes  their  situation  seem 
all  the  harder  to  know  that  many  of  them  might  now  have  a 
c()mj)etency  had  they  not  spent  all  they  had  in  a desperate  effort 
to  regain  sight. 

One  man  who  lost  his  sight  ami  recei\ed  a broken  hand  in 
a mine  exj)losion,  with  money  and  property  gone  and  no  educa- 
tion Oi-  eai-ly  training  that  would  lit  him  for  anything  but  hard 
labor,  is  grieving  his  life  away  ami  (]uestioniug  the  goodness  of 
his  God. because  he  can  do  so  little  to  helj)  his  frail  wife,  who  is 
supporting  themselves  and  their  two  little  ones  bj"  laundry  work. 
Other  blind  men,  unable  to  work,  are  being  ,snpi)orted  by  faith- 
ful wives  who  do  the  hai-dest  kinds  of  labor,  and  some  of  these 
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wives  are  tlieiiiselves  orowiii”-  ol<l  and  infirm.  Children  are  siij)- 
porting  blind  parents  in  addition  to  trying  to  fit  themselves  tor- 
worthy  positions  in  life;  and  parents  are  maintaining  blind  chil- 
dren, although  their  own  strength  is  fast  failing.  Ought  not 
the  public  help  these  self-.sacrificing  relatives  by  providing  for 
a relief  fund  for  the  sigthless  ones,  and,  at  the  same  time,  re- 
move from  the  sightless  the  depressing  sense  of  being  totally 
dependent  upon  those  who  are  not  physically  or  financially  able 
to  provide  for  their  needs? 

One  intelligent,  refined  lady  of  middle  age,  when  asked 
about  learning  to  read  by  touch,  said:  “Oh.  if  yon  could  only 

tell  me  how  to  earn  a dollar,  I would  be  interested  at  once;  I 
will  not  say  that  1 never  will  learn  to  read,  for  I should  enjoy 
it,  but  I cannot  learn  now  while  my  mind  is  so  distracted  by 
financial  affairs.” 

One  sightless  man,  upon  hearing  of  “The  Kelief  Law  for 
the  Blind,”  said,  “What  a God  send  that  Avill  be,”  and  many  are 
echoing  his  cit. 

Some  of  the  younger  have  .said  to  me  that  they  were  confi- 
dent the}'  could  fit  themselves  for  some  line  of  work,  or  under- 
take some  small  mercantile  business  and  earn  a living,  if  they 
only  had  a .small  income  to  help  themselves  with,  but  they  have 
not  a dollar  with  which  to  help  themselves. 

I estimate  that  about  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  adult  blind 
would  become  beneficiaries  under  this  act.  The  granting  of  this 
small  benefit  woiild  help  a larger  number  of  the  blind  than  any 
other  one  ju-ovision  that  could  be  made  for  them,  and  would  be 
the  most  practical  and  kindest  way  to  fulfil  the  commandment: 
“Bear  ye  one  another’s  burden.”
